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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: While applicant submits that JP 8-221 ,812 is 
directed to pushing prepolymer out of the way, and not punching a hole through molten resin material, such is not persuasive. THe US 
equivalent to JP -812 is US Patent 5,820,794, which teaches at column 4, lines 34-35 that "resin supply means 90 supplies molten resin 
between stamp 100 and transparent substrate 50". Hence the resin would be considered to be molten. Regardless of applicant’s 
arguments, it should be noted that the instant claims do not require melting a solid sheet nor even that the resin be molten during the 
punching, and hence this line of argument is moot, anyway. 
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
